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NEW  ADJUNCT  TO  PRF  FICHE 


At  one  time  or  another  many  of  you  have  wished  that  PRF  fiche  would  be 
distributed  to  depository  libraries  more  frequently  than  bimonthly. 
However,  the  cost  of  issuing  PRF  on  a  weekly  basis,  for  example,  would 
be  prohibitive. 

Beginning  later  this  month,  depository  libraries  will  receive  a  bi- 
weekly "Cumulative  Price  and  Status  Change  Report"  to  be  used  in 
conjunction  with  the  bimonthly  PRF  fiche  set.     This  single-fiche  Report 
will  combine  all  price  and  status  changes  since  the  last  bimonthly  PRF 
fiche  set.     Consequently,  libraries  should  discard  the  previous  report 
when  the  revised  report  is  received;  when  the  bimonthly  PRF  fiche  set 
is  received,  libraries  should  simply  discard  the  recent  Report,  since 
all  price  and  status  changes  will  have  been  incorporated  into  the 
master  fiche  set. 

The  biweekly  report  is  accessed  by  GPO  Stock  Number  and  will  provide 
depository  librarians  with  the  current,  convenient  tool  that  they  have 
long  awaited.

From  time  to  time,  new  depository  librarians  contact  the  Library  Division 
asking  how  to  handle  some  of  their  depository  operations.

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COPIES  OF  SHIPPING  LISTS 


Depository  libraries  that  want  an  extra  copy  of  a  particular  shipping 
list  should  contact  their  Regional  or  the  nearest  selective.  Local 
libraries  can  provide  shipping  lists  copies  much  more  expeditiously 
than  can  GPO. 
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SHIPPING  LIST  NUMBERS  TO  CHANGE 


In  an  effort  designed  to  improve  efficiency  and  eliminate  duplicate 
records,  the  Library  Programs  Service  will  initiate  a  new  Shipping 
List  Numbering  Scheme  begining  on  October  3,  1983. 

Under  the  new  scheme,  Shipping  lists  will  be  numbered  in  such  a  way 
as  to  incorporate  the  date  of  the  shipping  list.     This  would  eliminate 
the  need  for  LPS  to  keep  a  separate  record  of  shipping  list  dates. 
The  shipping  list  numbers  will  identify  format,  date  and  sequence 
number.     To  avoid  confusion,  shipping  lists  will  still  be  numbered 
consecutively  and  the  letters  M  and  P_  will  still  represent  microfiche 
and  paper  formats  respectively.     Separates  would  always  go  out  on  the 
first  shipping  list  of  the  day  on  Friday.

1.  The  first  character  of  the  number  will    distincjuish  between  microf iche(M) 
and  paper(P)  Shipping  Lists. 

2.  The  next  six  characters  will  represent  the  shipping  list  date.

3.  The  eighth  character  will  represent  the  unique  number  assigned 
sequencially  to  each  shipping  list  on  that  particular  date. 

4.  The  last  paper  shipping  list  and  the  last  microfiche  shipping  list 
of  the  day  will  have  a  #_  symbol  at  the  end  of  the  shipping  list 
number.     This  mark  will  identify  these  shipping  lists  as  the  last 
shipping  lists  of  the  day's  sequence;  and  it  will  alert  depository 
libraries  of  this  fact. 

This  new  numbering  scheme  should  prove  beneficial  to  both  LPS  and  the 
depository  libraries.

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CHANGES  IN  CLAIMING  PROCEDURE 


In  order  to  expedite  the  claiming  process,  LPS  is  initiating  the  following 
procedures : 

(1)  All  claims  should  be  addressed  directly  to  the  Library  Programs 
Service,  U.S.  Government  Printing  Office,  5236  Eisenhower  Avenue, 
Alexandria,  VA  2230^;  and  they  should  be  marked  on  the  envelopes 
MICROFICHE  CLAIMS  or  PAPER  CLAIMS.    These  actions  could  save  as 
much  as  two  weeks  of  processing  time  at  GPO. 

(2)  Claim  requests  will  not  be  honored  unless  they  are  signed  the 
Documents  Librarian  (or  Acting  Documents  Librarian),  not  clerks, 
assistants,  etc.    By  allowing  only  one  person  to  initiate  claims, 
GPO  hopes  to  reduce  the  high  rate  of  mistaken  claims  it  currently 
receives .
